Stephen Passero is 
looking forward to serv¬ 
ing the residents of Fort 
Erie once again. 

Passero won the race 
for Ward 2 on Monday 
night with 658 votes, fol¬ 
lowed by candidates Larry 
Graber, with 374 votes, 
John Mollicone with 101 


and George Jardine with 
20. The results were post¬ 
ed on the Town of Fort 
Erie’s web site following 
the election. 

Passero served on 
council as the representa¬ 
tive for Ward 1 from 2010 
to 2014 until he sought 
the mayor's seat during 
the municipal election in 
October, losing to Mayor 
Wayne Redekop. 


Passero felt "mixed 
emotions" winning the 
seat for Ward 2 because 
the byelection was called 
earlier this year following 
the death of Ward 2 Coun.

and communications is 
for the public to be fully 
aware of what the town 
council and employees 
do and the implications. 
By creating a customer 
service policy, Fort Erie 
will be distinguished 
from other communities. 

While many may see a 
weak Canadian dollar as 


a negative, Thibert says 
this may encourage peo¬ 
ple to shop local as the 
exchange rate will dis¬ 
courage consumers from 
cross-border shopping. 
This also means 
Americans coming here 
for weekend getaways 
with their dollar being 
stronger and from an 
industrial side creates 
more competition in the 
export industry - a bonus 
in a cross-border town 
such as Fort Erie. 

Thibert points out, 
although there is positive 
growth for Fort Erie, 
some issues that are still 
hurting us are a shortage 
of skilled labour, lack of 
shovel-ready lands, cost 
of inputs (capital ener¬ 
gy), competition from 
Western New York and 
our image outside of Fort 
Erie. 

Another impact is 
"commuter leakage.” As 
many people in the com¬ 
munity work out of town, 
they also spend their 
money out of town. This 
accounts for up to $45 
million in revenue lost 


for the town each year, 
whether it is gas spend¬ 
ing or other. 

Thibert says we can’t 
always look back when it 
comes to the economy of 
the town. 

There have been 
restraints from govern¬ 
ment in the past for proj- 

position where the 
regional government is 
aware of happenings in 
Fort Erie. 

"We need to fight for 
Fort Erie at the regional 
level. They have a senior 
management team at the 
region who have lived or 
worked in Fort Erie. The 
region can support us 
when we go to the prov¬ 
ince and can understand 
the issues more intimate¬ 
ly for that reason,” he 

Redekop says every¬ 
thing is in place to make 
a prosperous communi¬ 
ty: a team, a vision and a

That sick feeling of ‘permanently closed’ 


I guess there’s some sort of irony that a 
chain called Future Shop no longer has one. 

It's a quip I read a lot Saturday, waking up 
to the news all 131 Future Shop stores across 
Canada — including two in Niagara — had 
suddenly dosed. Just like that, a place I have 
spent thousands of dollars and countless 
hours in over the years is gone, in the most 
despicable way possible. Employees literally 
showed up for work at 7 am. to see the win¬ 
dows taped over with brown paper and a 
sign telling everyone 'This Store is 
Petmanentiy Closed.' 

No warning. No press release. Employees 
went home after their shift Friday not know¬ 
ing it was for the last time. Their jobs were 

Oh sure, the 500 full-time and 1,000 part- 
time employees will get their severance. 
Some will hide out and land at Best Buy, the 
U.S. chain which purchased Future Shop in 
2001 and finally — inevitably — shuttered it 
because of the redundancy. Some will no 
doubt find something better, more stable. 

That doesn't erase what must have been a 
sick feeling Saturday morning. The uncer¬ 
tainty, the upheaval. 

If you’ve never felt it, you're truly lucky. 
Mine came almost 25 years ago to the day, 
when I showed up for work mid-moming at 
the Brampton Times to a bunch of shell¬ 
shocked feces. My editor took me aside: 
There was a staff meeting at 9 am., when it 
was announced the struggling paper was 
dosing. Tomorrow. 

We all had to put out onemore paper won¬ 
dering if our careers were finished. We hadtn 
do interviews while wondering how we’d be 
paying the rent in a few weeks. We heard the 
snide remarks form people who seemed 
happy the dty had just lost its daily paper, 
that people were out of work One former 
staff member wrote a column for his Ottawa 
paper saying he could finally sleep, since he 
had constant nightmares about one day 
being sent back to The Times. I couldn’t 


believe how crass and uncaring some people 
were. And this was before sodal media 

business after business dose in Magara, and 
each time there’s an idiot contingent that 
revels in it That loves pointing out 'It's about 
time,' or 'They sucked anyway’ or (my favor¬ 
ite) "Who cares?' 

The worst thinglread was someone whin- 


made $120,000 (and his wife $80,000) and it 
didn't affect him at all. 

Ican'ttell whether posts like this areajoke 
anymore. That’s how awful people can be to 
each other when you don't have to use your 
real name. 

Future Shop had its faults. Many busi¬ 
nesses do in this climate of cutbacks and 
outsourcing. That isn't a green light to cele¬ 
brate its demise. That doesn't warrant a soap 
box to gloat 

It feels like all of us in this region are stand¬ 
ing on a predpice. The Thrget that opened a 
fewblocksfrommyplacedidn’tevenlasttwo 
years. Future Shop, Sunrise Records and the 
London Arms restaurant — three of my 
favorite Niagara businesses—have all dosed 
in the last year Our unemployment rate is 
among the highest in the country. The 
Niagara Square mall feels more desolate with 
everyvisit Making Sen$ejustreleasedastory 
on how Canada’s combined household debt 
($1.82 trillion) and inflated home prices 
makes us "now among the most vulnerable 
large economies in the world.” 

The despair is almost too much some 
days. I walk around my neighborhood and 
wonder what itwill looklike inlOyears. Who 
can afford these houses? Who will be the 
nexttoshowupforworktoseea'Permanently 
Closed' sign? 

Who—or what—can turn things around 
before Future Shop is all our futures? 

We wait And hang on.

People often complain 


It is underutilized, 
doesn’t run long enough, 


or far enough and Is never 
full enough. 


Yet, for many people in 
our community, it’s a life¬ 
line. 

Public transit, the bus. 
Regional or otherwise, if 
you don't use it, you may 
not appreciate it. If you 
do use it, you under- 

There are exceptions. 
Many people appreciate 
the value of public tran¬ 
sit. Even if they don’t use 
it, they don’t mind paying 
for it through their Local 
and Regional taxes. 

I'd like to suggest we 
pay a little more so it 
works better for those 
that rely on it and need it

it. If you need a little con¬ 
vincing, here’s what I've 
got. 

Transportation is a 
determinant of health for 
many people in Niagara. 
In other words, a person's 
health and well-being 
absolutely depends on 
being able to get where 
they need to go. 

Whether it’s to work, 
school, doctor’s appoint¬ 
ments, or a social event, 
the bus is that person’s 
lifeline. Without trans¬ 
portation, these people 
—our families, friends 
and neighbours, are

porting that it improves 
an individual’s quality of 
life.

A recent paper from the 
Canadian Urban Transit 
Association shows that 


$10 billion to Canada's 
annual economy; it 
employs45,300 Canadians 
directly, and 24,300 indi¬ 
rectly. It reduces vehicle 
operating costs by approx¬ 
imately $5 billion and 
reduces traffic collisions, 
saving another $2.5 bil¬ 
lion. It’s no small matter 
to the ecologically-mind¬ 
ed that public transit also 
reduces greenhouse gas 
emissions by 2.4 million 
tons every year. 

These numbers don’t 
even tell us the whole 
story. How do we place a 
dollar value on a reduc-

tion in greenhouse gas¬ 
ses; individual health and 
happiness, or prosperous 
and sustainable commu¬ 
nities? 

Now that I have made 
that argument, consider 
this: A public transit sub¬ 
sidy for adults and seniors 
with a low-income is the 
way to go and convincing 
our municipal govern¬ 
ments to implement a 
fair, fare policy is an 
important and logical 
pursuit. 

Not only is this within 
their sole jurisdiction, it’s 
an excellent way for our 
local governments to take 
a stand on poverty, 
increase the well-being of 
their constituency and 
help grow the tax base by 
attracting new business- 

We tend to think of 
these issues as something 
that needs to be addressed 
by higher levels of gov¬ 
ernment. But that’s not 
the case. Municipal gov¬ 
ernment has the potential 
to address poverty, well¬ 
being and economic pros¬ 
perity right here in our 
own backyards. 

Why not start with a 
transit subsidy for low- 
income adults and 
seniors? 

A “fair fare” helps peo¬ 
ple access education, 
employment, volunteer 
opportunities and 
appointments. It reduces 
social isolation and lone¬ 
liness. It supports busi¬ 
nesses. It also helps peo¬ 
ple who are having a hard 
time making ends meet 
because they won’t have 
to choose between buy¬ 
ing a transit pass or buy¬ 
ing groceries and basic

The Sunday morning we

As many of you folk are 
aware I volunteer in the

I am very committed to 
community vegetable gar¬ 
dens and you will hear 
more about that as the sea¬ 


son progresses. And of 
course to butterfly gar¬ 
dens—thanks again Maple 
Park Lodge for taking up 
that challenge. 

A reminder to all of us, a 
patch of garden approxi¬ 
mately the size of the top of 
a cardboard table can sus¬ 
tain butterflies, plants and 
other environmentally 
positive insects. Most of us 
can find the space for that 
somewhere. 

During this week's melt, 
I found bulbs poking 
through the soil and in 
some cases through the

It reminded me of this 
lovely quote from June 
Masters Bacher: “Spring 
crept through my window,

Don’t we all thrill at the 
sight of these lovely early 
blooms of spring? 

Working in the green¬ 
house at the high school is 
such a treat now that the 
warmth of the sunshine 
has brought new growth 
spurts each day and an 
endless supply of blooms. 

You just want to stand 
and breath it all in and 
then go to work planting 
seeds of hope for the spring 
and summer harvest. 

We should have a good 
and healthy crop if Mickey 
and Minnie mouse and 
offspring and Jerome and 
Jeanne squirrel can remain 
in the great outdoors. 

The plan is a" great veg¬ 
gie and plant plus” sale on 
May 9. Keep that date in 
mind please. 

And as this month is 
ending we continue to look 
skyward. 

Our full moon in April 


will be on the 4th. 

In the west they will see 
a lunar eclipse on that date 
but we will catch only the 
beginning as the moon 
sets at dawn. Venus will 
pass just left of the Seven 
Sisters star cluster between 
the 10th and 13th of the 
month. Jupiter will be 
bright in the south sky for 
the month. And by month’s 
end we should have a full 
fourteen hours of daylight. 
Everyone claps! 

The extended sunlight is 
great for growing and if 
you have begun indoor 
seeds you may be able to 

sunny location now that 
they are becoming sturdi¬ 
er. Some of those cold 
weather vegetables like 
kale and spinach can take 
the cooler spaces as long 
as the frost stays away. 
Some of the herbs like 
rosemary and thyme and 


oregano begin a new spurt 
as well. 

April is a great month to 
plant trees and shrubs. 

After the harsh winter we 
may have to do some 
replacement. The local 
growers and nurseries will 
be in full growth and well 
worth a visit with your 
plans in mind. 

As you contemplate your 
vegetable growing why not 
plan for extra and share 
your fresh produce with 
the food banks or some¬ 
one who has not access to 
fresh vegetables. 

We are a great commu¬ 
nity and sharing is a major 
part of how we express our 
care for each other.

A new online service 
available to motor coaches 
and charter buses is 
expected to ease traffic 
congestion at Niagara bor¬ 
der crossings. 

The new Buffalo Niagara 
Border Planner program is 
an online portal and 
scheduling tool that allows 
companies to voluntarily 
alert bridge operators and 
border services agencies of 
their impending trip and 
approximate arrival time 
at local bridge crossings. 

"By knowing approxi¬ 
mately how many buses 
are scheduled to arrive at 
the border each day, as 
well as the general time 
and how many passengers 
will be on board, border 
services agencies can make 
efforts to ensure that 
appropriate staffing levels 
are in place to handle this 
influx of travellers in an 
expeditious manner," Lew

A cleanup crew has con¬ 
tained about two million 
litres of a hazardous chemi¬ 
cal spill. 

Last week, Mayor Wayne 
Redekop said Helena Street 
between Garrison Road 


and Albany Street remains 
closed to motorists and 
pedestrians as the Town of 
Fort Erie collaborates with 
the Niagara Region, the 
Ministry oftheEnvironment 
and an environmental 
cleanup company to con¬ 
tinue cleanup efforts of a 
spill that occurred at 833 


Helena SL on March 9. 

The spilled materials 
include acetone, toluene 
and xylene, a solvent-type 
substance found in paints 
and adhesives. 

Cleanup efforts have con¬ 
tinued on a 24-hour basis. 
The process involves vacu¬ 
uming and removing the

contaminated liquid. 
Cleanup efforts have been 
challenged by the mixing of 
water from melting snow. 

Redekop said Helena 
Street wffl remain closed 
anywhere from two to eight 
weeks due to large equip¬ 
ment situated along the 
road, including a number 
of large steel containers, 
that are being used in the 
cleanup efforts. 

According to a report from 
the Niagara Region, there is 
“no threat to the local 


municipal water supply 
and nearby private wells 
are being monitored.” 

“However, the investiga¬ 
tion is ongoing and any far¬ 
ther impacts to the envi¬ 
ronment or surrounding 
properties will be reported 
as information becomes 
available.” 

Kate Jordan, a spokes¬ 
woman for the ministry 
wrote in an e-mail last week 
Friday that “containment 
measures have been effec¬ 
tive and water samples 


from the municipal ditch 
and drain are showing sig¬ 
nificantly reduced contam¬ 
inants.” 

The ministry continues to 
“oversee the cleanup work 
which is progressing,” she 

“No impacts to wildlife 
have been observed,” 
Jordan added.
